. ‘Need Of Thistle Control 


. Every fall toward cutting time weed in- 
spectors are forced to insist that thistle 
patches be destroyed. The method of de- 
struction is often cutting and burning or at 
least ‘cutting the crop while it is still imma.- 
ture. Such a practice is very annoying to the 
farmer and means a lot of futile work on the 
part of the weed inspector or field supervisor. 

The patches of thistles can be controlled 
mow with an application of 2,4-D.. The re- 
sultant damage to the crop even if it is in 
head will probably be less than the total yield 
reduction caused by the thistles. In any case 
the crop can be allowed to head and mature 
and the thistles will be given a definite set- 
back whereas the cutting and burning does 
nothing towards eradicating the thistlés—it 
merely prevents them from setting» seed.

Immunisation of children is an 
important safeguard against dis- 
ease and should not be neglected. 
At present it is possible to protect 
child against Diptheria, Whoon- 
ing Cough and Tetanus, and all 
in the one series of injections, 
The first dose should be. given 
when baby is five or six. months 
old.

St. John’s, Nfild., contributed to 
the loss of the two Conservative 
seats there in the last. parlia- 
ment, and the only Conservative 
to” be elected in Nova Scotia 
Where the Liberals gained two 
seats was George Nowl Con- 
Servative Party Association presi 
dent, in Digby-Annapolis-Kings 
The Liberals ga'ned one seat 


from the Conservatives in Prince 
Edward Island when they defeat- 
ed J. Angus McLean in the dual 
constituency of Queens, although 
another Conservative, W. Chester 
68. MeLure, will still represent the 
Conservative party there. 

The Conservatives scored their 
first real gain in New Brunswick, 
where they defeated Dan Riley, 
sitting Liberal member for Saint 
John - Albert. 

* Liberal membership in Quebec 


was unchanged, but the Con- 
servatives picked up one extra 
seat, increasing ther member- 
ship to four. Five independents 
were elected in the place of four 
from the province in the last 
parliament, 


There were several switches in 
party loyalties in Ontario, but the 
net result was that the Liberals 
Yost only one seat and still had 
52 of the provinee’s 85 — in the 
province which still hasn’t been 
abi® to get over its appellation, 
“Tory Ontario.” The Conserva- 
tives gained six on the-basis of 
the largér number of~ ridings 
earved out of the province in the 
1952 distribution. 


In ail the central and éastern 
areas of Canada, only two CCF’- 
ers were elected. They were the 
same ‘two who seat in the 21st 
parliament — Claire Gillis (CCF- 
Cape Breton South), and J. W, 
Noseworthy, (CCF - York South), 
The Social Credit made no dent in 
the east, and the Communists 
failed to win a seat in any of the 
100 constituencies they contested.

24-26, Discussion at the threo- 
day meeting centered on problems 
and methods of achieving racial in- 
tegration within the Church. 

Formation ot an International 
Lutheran Human Relations As80- 
ciation highlighted the Institute. 
Although it will have no official 
Status within the Lutheran Syno- 
dical Coltferénee, the ILHRA 
executive committee Will Serve as 
a standing commission to promote 
racial integration among the four 
Synodical Conference Church bod- 
ies: The Lutheran Church, Mis- 
souri Synod, the Wisconsin Synod, 
the Slovak Church, and the Nor- 
wegian Synod. 

The Synodicu: Conference Luth- 
éran Churches have 24,617 Negro 
members in Nigeria after 16 years 
of mission work, but only 17,341 
Negro mémbers in America after 
a century’s work. It was pointed 
out that fh many mixed neighbor- 
hoods churches are dying becavse 
they are hot serving their sur- 
rounding communities. 

The Institute Was sponsored by 
the Lutheran Societiés for Bettér 
Huan Relations of St. Louis and 
Chicago in co-operation with Val- 
paraiso University, only whiversity 
maintained by members of the 
Synodical Conference, as a part of 
Valparaiso’s annual summer insti- 
tute series.

Far Bast a total of 383 fatal casu- 
alties from all causes since first 
troops of the 25th Canadian In- 
fantry Brigade Group landed in 
Japan and Korea late in 1950, In 
addition, Army Headquarters an- 
nounced today, one soldier is miss- 
ing but presumed to be dead and 
a further 27 are listed only as 
missing. "Their fate is stil unde- 
termined. 

Of the 383 fatal casualties, 293 
were directly attributable to enemy 
action and the remaining 90 to 
training accidents, vehicle acci- 
dents, natural causes, drownings, 
burns and infections including 
haemorrhagic fever, and other 
eauses. Seventy-nine of the 90 oc- 
curred in Korea and 11 in Japan. 

The Army also listed today a 
total of 1,113 officers and mon 
wounded in action, 98 injured in 
action, and 18 prisonérs of war. 
Two former prisoners of wat were 
exchanged and-repatriated earlier 
this year. 

During the period of Canadian 
total of 3388 Commonwealth decora- 
tions and medals and six foréi 
decorations Were awarded to offi 
cers and men of the three Canadian 
Services, the majority going to the 
Army. These included one Com- 
panion of the Most Honourable 
Order of the Bath, three Comman- 
ders of the Most Excellent Order 
of the British Empire, 13 Officers 
of the Most Excellent Order of the 
British Empire, six Distinguished 
Service Orders, one Bar to the 
participation in the Korean war a 
DSO, 35 Members ofthe Most Ex- 
cellent Order of the British Empire, 
one Royal Red Cross, 24 Military
